They had irrigation be- 
fore they had lands. The soil of Holland was won from the sea after a 
fight that lasted centuries. They are going to show the farmers in 
Alberta several things, when they have settled themselves to their own 
satisfaction, and gotten things under good headway. Asa matter of 
fact, they are going to have a rather biggish Dutch community before 
they are done. Which is all right. They make the best kind of ncigh- 
bors. 

One of them, a J. A. Camaert, told me about his party and about 
himself, ‘‘Think you are going to like it here?’’ I asked him. ‘'Differ- 
from Holland, isn’t it?”’ 

“Yes,” said he, ‘‘but it suits us. Certainly it suits me.’? He 
said he was going in for general farming and dairying. ‘‘I have farmed 
seven years in Holland,’ said he, *‘and before that I was diarying 12 
years, That is my life. 


I heard of this region a year or so ago, and 
last summer I came over to see for myself—these others had written 
very favorably.

POSTAGE STAMP CHEATS.

“You would be surprised,” sald a 

postoffice clerk, “at the efforts people 
make to avold the payment of postage. 
And quite often it is not the work of 
children either, The most common 
trick is to take the stamp that has been 
canceled by bund and the timpression 
just touches the edge of the stamp. 
After pricking the murked edge with a 
pin or cutting It with a pair of shears 
to resemble the punctured edge of the 
stamp or tenring away that part the 
stamp is put on an envelope for an- 
other voynge. All these are pluced in 
the hands of postal inspectors for in- 
vestigation. 
| “Others try to give the impression 
that a stamp bad been put ov an en- 
velope and become loose and lost in 
transit by sticking a stump on the en- 
velope and then pulling it with part of 
the envelope sticking to It off again. 
These as well as underpaid letters, un- 
less they have a foreign destination, 
where postage is then collected, are 
marked ‘Returned for postuge’ and 
sent back to the sender Second class 
matter, ad a roll of newspupers, is of- 
ten sealed against inspection by hav- 
ing the stumps overiup the cover. 
Whether foreign or not It is returned 
for postage. When it again shows up, 
the mistake rectified, upon inapection 
It fs usually found to contain written 
letters, photographs (unmounted), jew- 
elry, merchandise of all kinds, making 
the packnge underpaid; bence it Is 
again returned.

half the features of the stump missing 
or rubbed away and soine of the tuk 
still remaining aftixes {! to an euvelope, 
with the address of the sender upon 
the back to facilitute laveatigation.
